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THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER’S  REPORT 


To  ; The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council : 
Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Keport  on 
the  Health  and  Sanitary  conditions,  the  vital  statistics 
relating  to  the  Eural  District  for  1958.  The  report  is 
submitted  in  accordance  with  the  circular  issued  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health. 

Tlie  health  of  the  district  during  the  year  has  been  on 
the  whole  very  good.  There  has  been  an  absence  of  any 
serious  outbreaks  of  infectious  diseases.  The  majority  of 
deaths  during  the  year  were  in  the  higher  age  groups. 

The  incidence  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  has  been 
low  and  iirfectious  cases  have  been  promptly  isolated  by 
the  Chest  Physician  of  the  Welsh  Regional  Hospital 
Board.  The  males  being  accommodated  in  Talgarth 
Sanatorium  and  the  females  in  the  Adelina  Patti  Memorial 
Hospital,  Penycae. 

The  Council  has  continued  with  its  post-war  pro- 
gramme of  building  new  houses.  The  allocation  of  th‘^ 
irew  houses  is  carried  out  under  the  Points  Scheme, 
additional  points  are  allocated  to  a family  having  a case  of 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  living  with  them.  Special  con- 
siderution  is  given  to  those  families  where  a case  of  active 
disease  is  occupying  the  same  bedroom  with  a healthy 
person.

There  liave  been  no  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning  during 
the  year.  Inspections  have  been  carried  out  at  regular 
intervals  of  various  food  handling  stores,  bakehouses. 
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licensed  premises,  school  canteens  and  dining  halls,  works 
canteens,  and  shops  selling  ice  cream  under  licence. 
Minor  defects  have  been  pointed  out  and  corrected  by 
those  responsible. 

It  has  not  been  necessary  to  take  legal  proceedings 
under  the  Bye-laws  or  under  the  Food  Hygiene  Kegul- 
ations  1955. 

National  Assistance  Act  1948,  Section  47.  No  action 
has  been  necessary  under  this  Section  during  the  year 
1958.  School  Medical  Services,  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Clinics  and  the  provision  of  School  meals  are 
administered  by  the  Breconshire  County  Council. 

I wish  to  tender  my  best  thanks  to  the  Members  of 
the  Council  for  their  helpful  consideration  and  co-operation 
in  all  matters  affecting  Public  Health.  Also  the  Officers 
of  the  Council  for  their  help  in  all  matters  appertaining  to 
the  duties  of  the  Health  Department.

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THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR’S 

REPORT 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

It  gives  me  much  pleasure  to  present  to  you  the 
Annual  Report  on  the  general  sanitary  conditions  of  the 
area,  the  housing  conditions  and  the  supervision  of  food 
preparing  premises  for  the  year  ended  31st  December, 
1958. 

25  houses  were  completed  during  the  year  on  the 
Maescynog  site  and  these  were  allocated  according  to  the 
Points  List.  Here  I would  state  that  the  most  crying 
cases  now  are  those  occupying  houses  that  have  been 
scheduled  for  demolition.  Whilst  it  is  true  that  our  list 
is  a comparatively  small  one,  yet  there  are  a few  cases 
that  really  need  rehousing. 

Regular  visits  were  made  to  all  food  premises  in  the 
district,  wherein  conditions  were  found  to  be  satisfactory 
and  evez’y  co-operation  being  maintained  with  the  manage- 
ments or  owners.  Siampling  of  water,  milk,  and  ice 
cream  was  maintained  regularly  throughout  the  year.

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WATER  SUPPLY 


There  are  five  piped  water  supplies  in  the  area,  four 
of  which  are  chlorinated.  The  water  has  been  satisfactory 
in  quality  and  quantity,  and  every  house  has  its  own  piped 
supply,  except  in  the  case  of  a few  scattered  dwellings 
such  as  isolated  farms.  No  water  supply  in  the  district  is 
liable  to  plumbo  solvent  action.  There  have  been  no  evi- 
dence of  any  form  of  contamination.  There  are  no  stand 
pipe  supplies.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

Public  Cleansing — both  collection  and  disposal  is 
carried  out  by  direct  labour  and  three  collections  weekly 
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are  made  with  the  exception  of  the  main  shopping  centre 
where  the  collections  are  carried  out  daily.  The  total 
tonnage  collected  during  the  year  was  10,148  tons. 

DISINFECTION 

One  house  was  disinfected  during  the  year  and  which 
is  a reflection  on  the  low  incidence  of  infectious  disease 
in  the  locality.  Fumigation  by  formalin  gas  was  carried 
out  in  this  case  and  a free  supply  of  liquid  disinfectant 
distributed  for  the  use  of  householder  concerned  in  wash- 
ing down  the  premises,  bed  clothes,  drains,  etc.

Milk  delivery  Vans  were  regularly  inspected  under  the 
Milk  & Dairies  Eegulations  1949  and  were  found  to  be 
satisfactorily  kept.  During  the  year  24  samples  of  milk 
were  taken  for  analysis  and  of  these  16  were  from  Schools 
in  the  area  all  of  which  were  reported  as  being  satis- 
factory. 


ICE  CREAM 

Only  three  premises  are  now  used  in  the  district  for 
the  manufacture  of  Ice  Cream — the  greater  quantity  of 
this  commodity  now  being  sold  in  prepacked  form  in  shops 
and  received  from  the  large  nationally  known  manufac- 
turers from  without  the  area. 

The  local  ice  cream  factories  are  regularly  inspected 
particularly  during  the  summer  months  and  a satisfactory 
degree  of  cleanliness  is  always  observed.  15  samples  were 
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taken  for  analysis  from  these  premises  with  the  following

It  is  again  encouraging  to  note  from  these  figures  that 
by  far  the  greatest  number  of  samples  were  placed  in 
Grade  1 and  that  none  was  placed  in  Grade  4. 

FRIED  FISE  SHOPS 

A Eegister  of  Fried  Fish  Shops  is  kept  and  five 
premises  throughout  the  area  have  been  registered. 
Inspections  are  made  during  daytime  wdien  preparation 
for  the  evening’s  business  is  carried  cn  also  occasional 
visits  are  made  during  the  evening.  I have  had  no  cause 
to  report  any  serious  breach  of  the  regulations. 

PRESERVED  FOODS 

Ten  premises  have  been  registered  under  the  Food  & 
Drugs  Act  as  premises  used  for  the  manufacture  of  preser- 
ved foods.  These  are  butchers  shops  or  butchery  Depart- 
inents  at  Co-operative  Stores  where  sausages  are  made 
A sepai'ate  room  is  used  for  the  manufacturing  process  and 
a high  standard  of  cleanliness  is  demanded  at  these 
premises.  Tlie  premises  including  the  utensils  are  in- 
spected and  examined  thoroughly  and  evei-y  effort  is  made 
to  inspect  these  premises  at  least  once  a inontli,  more 
often  tlian  not  during  tlie  hours  of  inanufacturiiig. 

SLAUGHTERHOUSES 

During  the  year  tlie  following  slaughterliouses  were

MEAT  INSPECTION 

Inspections  were  systematically  made  at  the  Colbren 
and  Cwmgiedd  Slaughterh.ouses  and  with  only  two 
slaughterhouses  to  coj^e  with  and  a limited  amount  of 
slaughtering  it  was  possible  to  attain  a 100%  inspection  of 
all  animals  slaughtered  during  the  year.  In  all  179  visits 
were  made  for  this  purpose  and  the  following  is  a table  of

SLAUGHTEE  CF  ANIMALS  ACT  1953 

Applications  were  received  from  seven  slaughterers 
for  a licence  to  slaughter  animals  under  the  above  Act  and 
all  these  were  granted. 

FOOD  PESMISES 

Food  shops,  canteens  and  restaurants  were  visited 
regularly,  and  the  Food  Hygiene  Eegulations  were 
brought  to  the  notice  of  all  persons  handling  food.  Follow- 
ing is  a list  of  food  condemned  during  the  year  as  being 
unfit  for  human  consumption:  —

SEWAGE  EFFLUENT 

Siamples  of  sewage  effluent  were  taken  at  the  Coun- 
cil’s sewage  works  prior  to  being  discharged  into  the  river 
Tawe,  and  on  these  the  Public  Analyst  summarised  as 
follows  : — 

Sample  No.  1 (8th  March,  1958).  This  was  a well 
purified  sewage  effluent.  It  complied  with  the  Eoyal 
Commission  standard  both  as  regards  Biological  Oxygen 
Demand  and  matter  in  suspension,  and  was  suitable  for 
discharging  into  a river  or  stream. 

Sample  No.  2 (9th  July,  1958).  There  was  a marked 
increase  in  the  amount  of  undigested  organic  matter  in 
this  sample  in  comparison  with  that  received  on  8th 
March,  1958  of  this  year.  This  may  have  been  due  to  a 
greater  load  on  the  plant.  However,  the  sample  contained 
a good  deal  of  nitrates,  and  it  complied  with  the  Eoyal 
Commission  Standard.  This  effluent  was  suitable  for  dis- 
charging into  a river. 

Sample  No.  3 (10th  November,  1958).  The  amount 
of  unoxidised  nitrogenous  matter  in  this  sample  showed  a 
marked  reduction  over  that  examined  in  June  of  this  year. 
There  was  a corresponding  increase  in  the  nitrate  content. 
The  B.O'.D.  was  satisfactory,  and  the  matter  in  suspen- 
sion well  below  the  recommended  limit  laid  down  by  the 
Eoyal  Commission.  This  effluent  was  suitable  for  dis- 
charge into  any  river  or  stream. 

HOUSING 

The  inspection  and  repairs  of  old  houses  under  the 
Public  Health  Act  and  Housing  Act  was  maintained,  and 
in  all  33(5  housing  inspections  were  made  and  two  houses 
were  rendered  fit  by  owners  as  the  result  of  Informal 
Notices.

RODENT  CONTROL 

The  work  of  the  Rodent  Operator  during  the  year  is
